Von Braun Sees Creator’s Intent - 


To Have Man Explore Space 


WHEATON, Ill. (RNS)—The sci 
entist who developed the Saturn V 
rocket which took the Apollo 11 astro- 
nauts to the Moon believes that God 
has given his blessing and permis- 
sion for man to explore the ‘‘celestial 
bodies.”’ 

An interview - article on Dr. Wern- 
her Von Braun, the German-born phy- 
sicist who is a key figyre in the U.S. 
space program, appeared in the July 
issue of Christian Life magazine, pub- 
lished here. The interviewer was 
Adon C. Taft, religion editor of thé 
Miami Herald. 

“God has built man with curiosity,’ 
said Dr. Von Braun. .“‘God expects 
man to use this gift. Now we have 
the-tools available to explore space 
and I believe if it were not the Cre 
ator’s intent for us to explore celestial 
bodies, He would not have permitted 
us to have acquired the tools. 


“Something else is apparent. God 
has not placed any visible obstacles in 
our way. I believe we have His per- 
mission and His blessing.” 

Dr. Von Braun, whose V-2 rocket 
team surrendered to the Allied Forces 
near the close of World War II and 
came to the U.S., is known as a man 
of deep faith, though he told Mr. Taft 
that he is not a regular churchgoer. 

The Von Braun family belongs to 
the Episcopal Church of the Nativity 


Huntsville, Ala., where the scien- 
t is director of the George C. Mar- 


shall Space Flight Center of the Na- 
tienal Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration. 

He was born in Wirsitz, Germany, 
57 years ago and was brought up in 
traditional German Lutheranism.

Hardships Seen 

No one can foresee all the hard- 
ships such taxation would impose—a 
hardship in equity when you consid- 
er all the cathedrals, city properties, 
chapels and open country churches.

In the original thirteen colonies, 
church and state were not Separated. 
The church was a public tax- -support- 
ed agency, so exemption was auto- 
matic. When complete separation of 
church and state was achieved, the 
practice of exempting the church univ- 
versally prevailed. The early court 
cases stressed the benefit accruing to 
the state through the church. Indeed, 
s0 acceptable was the practice that 
no exemption laws were written until 
1837 when Massachusetts adopted the 
first such statute.

Some church groups have felt that 
they should make a contribution to 
city governments for street mainte- 
nance and other such services .On the 
other hand, some communities toler- 
ate abuses such as free electricity, 
water, work on parking lots by city 
or county employees with use of com- 
munity equipment, etc. We would 
urge Baptist churches not to permit 
such abuses even though they may 
be acceptable practices for all groups 


in the community with no sense of 


wrong-doing by anyone. 


Further, we submit the need of 
carefully looking at tax-exempt prop- 
erties when held by churches for in- 
vestment purposes. The argument 
that the profits go for religious pur- 
poses does not seem justified to this 
writer. However, we would agree 


with Professor Walthar, writing in’ 


Religious Liberty (May-June 1962) 
on “Tax Exemptions and the Church- 
es’’, when after discussing abuses of 
tax exemption he concludes: “Church 
property per see must remain tax 
free. 


To lay a tax on the churches would 
enhance the power of the State; it 
would enable the Senate to control the 
churches and would certainly be con- 


trary to the basic principle of church- 


state separation. The State that has 
ever increasing need of financial re- 
sources might jeopardize the church- 
es’ ability to operate as an effective, 
agency. Moreover, church taxation 
would enable only wealthy churches 
to subsist.” 


Perhaps a quote from the Supreme 
Court in the Everson cases (1947) 
would also be appropriate: ‘The 
amendment (First) requires the State 
to be a neutral in its relations with 
groups of religious believers and non- 
believers. It does not require the 
State to be their adversary. State pow- 
er is to no more be used so as to 
handicap religions, than it is to fa- 
vor them."’ 

Our whole tax structure for church- 
es and non-profit chartered institu- 
tions needs to be studied and no 
doubt some reforms are needed — but 
the ‘taxing of Houses of Worship” is 
not the way to begin. ‘

European Baptist Federation Vienna Conference Draws Nearer

Only a very brief time is left until 
the Conference of the European Bap- 
tist Federation starts in Vienna!; 

About 2,500 Baptists from afl parts 
of Europe are expected to launch this 
5-day meeting at 7 p. m. August 6 in 
Vienna‘s Stadthalle (City Auditorium). 

Vienna was chosen for this confer- 
ence to make it easier for Baptists 
from eastern Europe as well as west- 
ern Europe to attend. 

Registration officials indicate that 


800 persons will be coming from Wett- 
ern Germany: 130 are expected from 
Yugoslavia, and 175 from the for 
countries of Scandinavia. Czechosie- 
vakia hopes to send 650 delegates, and 
Switzerland is sending 75” 

A 5member delegation will come 
from the USSR, another of 10 mem 
bers from Poland, and a group of ? 
from the GDR (Eastern Germany) 
Hungary and Romania are also ¢e- 
pected to be represented. 

Lists from other countries of Eu 


rope are still being tallied. In all, how- 
ever, people from 28 countries have 
registered. Not all of them are Eu- 
ropean — there will be visitors from 
the USA, Canada, Australia, Lebanon, 
Liberia, Cameroon, and Mauritius. 
The non-European visitors are ex- 
plained by the Baptist World Alliance 
executive committee which will 
meet in Baden, just outside Vienna, 
immediately before the Conference of 
the EBF opens. Some international 
representatives on this committee will

And then we wonder 
why our nation is like it is, and seems 
to fall apart. If there seems to be a 
lack of good news, how about the good 
work being done around the world 
that is never known except to a few. 
For example, there are thousands of 
missionaries around the world doing 
excellent work each and every day, 
from all faiths, and this is never heard 
of. Why? And believe it or not, al- 
most any place in the world, the ser- 
vicemen are doing good work where 


Do you recall the amusing words of 
a widely - sung number, “A man’s 
no good nohow — without a song’’? 
Despite the fact that the majority of 
people sing only when they feel re- 
silient and happy, some people I 
know have learned that loads are 
lighter, problems easier to solye, and 
darkness of doubt and confusion much 
less frightening if they sing while 
worried or seeking a solution.

To Have Good Effect 

Dr. Von Braun feels that probes in- 
to space will have a good effect on 
man’s spiritual life. “Our religion, our 

earthbound,” he said. ‘Astronomy 
and space explorations are teaching 
us that the good Lord is a mnich great- 
er Lord, and master of a greater 
kingdom. 


‘“‘Manned space flight is an amaz- 
ing achievement, but it has opened 
for us thus far only a tiny door for 
viewing the awesome reaches of 
space. Our outlook through this peep- 
hole at the vast mysteries of the uni- 
verse only confirms: our belief in the 
certainty of its Creator." 


Dr. Von Braun sees no reason why 
God cannot retain the same central 
position in the world of technology 
and cycigtrons that he held before 
the modern scientific world dawned.

Southeastern Seminary opened in 
the fall of 1951 with 85 students and 
four faculty members and Stealey as 
president. The seminary is located -on 
what was the old campus of Wake 
Forest College, which moved to a new 
campus in Winston-Salem, N. C., in 
1952. 


Stealey had been widely recognized 
throughout the Southern Baptist Con- 


vention as both pastor and educator. . 


He was the first person to receive the 
E. Y. Mullins denominational service 
award from Southern Baptist Theolog- 


ical Seminary when the first award 


was created in 1963. 


The retired seminary president had 
received both his master and doctor 
of theology degrees from ‘Southern 
Seminary, and was a “‘fellow’’ to Dr. 
Mullins as a student. He was also a 
graduate of Oklahoma Baptist Uni- 
versity, Shawnee, Okla. 


He had been pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Raleigh, N. C., and 
Bloomington, Ind., and the Bain- 
bridge Street Baptist Church in Rich- 
mond, Va. Previously, he was prin- 
cipal of William Jewell College, Lib- 
erty, Mo., and principal of a high 
school in Ringling, Okla. — 


The son of a Baptist preacher, 
Stealey was born in Martinsburg, W. 
Va., March 7, 1897. His father was 
Cc. P. Stealey, who was for many 
years pastor of churches in Rich- 
mond, Va., and Washington, D. C., 
and founder of the Oklahoma Baptist 
Messenger (1912). 


Stealey was a member of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention, and the executive 
boards of the Baptist state conven- 
tions of Indiana and North Carolina. 


Survivors include Mrs. Stealey, a 
son, Sydnor Jr., of Fairbanks, Alaska, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Frank Vance of 
Winston-Salem, N. C.

This em 
phasizes.all the more 
: ' the importance of 
God’s initiative, and the importance 
of the giving of the law which was to 
become the foundation of the nation's 
life. At Mount Sinai God revealed 
himself in special ways to Moses and 
to all the people. He gave them laws 
to guide their worship, their personal 
morality, their social and business 
relationships, and their civil respon- 


sibility. God’s revelation of himself 


and God’s dealings with the Israelites 
at Sinai became central in Hebrew 
history. 


The Lesson Explained 
The Covenant Offered (19:3-6) 


In one sense, the Sinai experience 
. Of the Israelites was a renewal of the 
covenant, at first made with Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob. But here it was 
given fuller meaning through the 
moral and ethical content of the Ten 
Commandments and of the book of 
the covenant. God charged Moses to 
impress on the people what he had 
done for them. They were a redeemed 
people. This fact was to be the foun- 
dation of the covenant relationship. 
Further, the covenant involved ob- 
ligations on the part of the Israelites. 
If they would hearken to God’s voice 
and keep his covenant, he would make 
them a peculiar treasure in a unique 
relationship with himself. This coven- 
ant committed God to take care of his 
people, and it constituted the Israel- 
ites as a servant nation to the Lord 
to be the medium through which he 
would reveal himself more fully to all 
mankind and carry forward his pur- 
pose of world redemption. 


The Law Given (19:16-17; 20: 18-20) 

The giving of the law involved dra- 
matic and awe-inspiring events. The 
verses singled out for special consid- 
eration tell of thunders and lightnings, 
the cloud over the mountain, and 
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this nation shall be marked by law 
and order, ‘‘with liberty. and justice for 
all,” under the sovereignty of God, 
ruler of all nations and all men. 
Christians are under the moral law. 
—-This lesson has urgent revelance for 
Christians by confronting them with 
the moral demands of the Ten Com- 
mandments. Christ did not excuse us 
from the obligation to live according 
to the moral law as he interpreted it 
and demonstrated it through his life 
and teachings. The “Thou shalt nots” 
of the Ten Commandments set forth 


‘guidelines for moral behavior and for 


integrity in human relationships 
which we dare not ignore. If we do 
ignore or rebel against the mora! 
imperatives of the laws of God, we 
will wreck ourselves against the im- 
mutable authority of the Almighty. 
The holiness and majesty of God 
call for new emphasis in Christian 
thought and practice. — An modern 
age has been enamored by the idea 
of familiarity with God. God is near, 
but .he is not to be touched by human 
hands. God is friendly, but his friend- 
liness . can be experienced only 
through reverence and trust. To 
come before him without humility 
of spirit or bowing down in submis- 
sion or exalting him with praise is an 
insult to his majesty and glory. -We 
can draw near to God with boldness 
only through Jesus Christ, as our Me- 
diator and Saviour. If we can recap- 
ture a profound awareness of God's 
holiness and majesty, we shall have 
respect for his authority, gratitude for 


his mercy, and confidence in his sov- ° 


ereignty.

It is true so often 
that the finest things in life are spoil- 
ed because of the wrong motives. 

A man can give'a gift to a needy 
Person or to the church, not really to 
help, but simply to demonstrate his 
own generosity and to receive some- 
one’s thanks, and the people’s 
praise. 

A person can pray in such a way 
with fine words that he addresses peo 
ple wha listen rather than God. 

“A man may fast not really for the 
good of his own soul, not to humble 
himself in the sight of God, but simp- 
ly to show the world what a splendidly 
self - disciplined character he is. 

A man may practice good works 
simply to win praise from men, to in- 
crease his own prestige, and to show 
the worid how good he is. 

Giving (Matt. 6:1-4) 

The principle of giving mentioned in 
this passage has reference to the giv- 
ing of money to the poor. To the Jews, 
almsgiving was the most sacred of alt 
religious duties. The word almsgiving 
means righteousness. By this some 
believed that they could find atone- 
ment for past sins. But this was never 
recognized by Jesus; Since this had 
such a high respect in the list of 
good words to show righteousness, 
then it was most abused. There were 
offerings taken in synagogue services 
and at the temple. 

Very often people call attention to 
their gift by the way ghey give. They 
find a pefson in need and call a crowd 
together before giving the gift. 

Jesus said that the true giver would 
want...to. give jn secret 
would be of the ov 


long prayers. The poeple would think 
that if they bothered God long enough 
with prayer, he would answer. Jesus 
said in this passage that prayer needs 
to be offered only-to God. Man must 
Pray in such a spirit that he has no 
thought in his mind and no desire in 
his heart but God. The kind of God 
we are praying to wants to answer 
our prayer more than we want to 
Pray. God wants to give that which 
love knows is best for us so we must 
Pray, “Thy will be done.” 

Jesus introduces the model prayer 
a8 an example of how we are to pray. 
The first half has to do with God and 
the glory of God. The second half 
deals with our needs and necessities. 
When we have given God His right 
Place, then we can turn ‘to ourselv- 
es and our needs and desires. Jesus 
teaches us in the model prayer to 
bring the whole of life to the whole of 
God, and to bring the whole of God 
to the whole of life. 


Fasting (Matt.6:16-18) 

Even to this day, fasting is a part 
of the religious life of the east. The 
Jews had a@ national day of fasting in 
the Day of Atonement. They also 
made use of private fasting. The fast 
was only designed to be the outer 
expression of an inward sorrow. Fast- 
ing was connécted with mourning. 
There was also the fasting to expiate 
some sin. 

Jesus condemned fasting when it 
was used to parade piety. In Jesus’ 
day there were two days of fasting 
each weck. People would go to delib- 
erate steps to make certain that oth- 
ers knew they. were fasting. They 
would whiten their face to accentuate 
their paleness. This was no act of hu- 
mility. Fasting for its own sake is 
valueless. 

There was much good that could 
come from fasting. Many people who 
know of true sorrow connected with 
death or sin can bear witness to what 
it means to do without. This type of 
fasting was more unintent than plan- 
ned. 


For a person deliberately to fast, 
there are two things that need to be 
considered. (1) Fasting should be to
